The last stages 
of the journey were made in a 
rumbling lumber wagon drawn by 
two heavy farm horses, but when 
the animals puffed from the long, 
hard pull the President stepped 
down, took his coat off and in his 
shirt sleeves helped push the wag- 
on up the hill. 

The road was rocky and uncer- 
tain. Rain caused streams of wa- 
ter to run down the ruts, but for 
nearly a mile the President stum- 
bled and felt his way along the 
trail while Mrs. Coolidge, laughing 
heartily. looked back at him as the 
bumpy drive jerked her from side 
to side. 

“Isn't that kind of hard on you, 
Calvin?’ she asked as the proces- 
sion crept up the hill.

mother, Mrs. Minnie Kennedy, 
who, 
take a vacation, 

An ultimatum that Mrs. Kennedy 
retire tomorrow, leaving for a va- 
cation in Alaska or any distant 
point, was issued by Mrs. McPher- 
son to her mother this afternoon, 
the latter tearfully admitted to- 
night. She stood beside her half 
packed suitcase at the .Temple 
home, 

Mrs. Kennedy said her daughter 
threatened that unless her mother 
departed she would return to 
Alton, Ill., there to resume her re- 
vival work, and declared that she 
already had wired Alton represen- 
tatives not to remove the tent and 
equipment cet up there for the 
meetings. 

To Take Full Control. 

The evangelist intends to take 
full control and rule her church 
with “an iron hand,” Mrs. Kennedy 
said she had told her followers. 
Mrs. Kennedy tearfully admitted 
she thought it was best that she 
follow her daughter’s wishes, “But 
I love her and I don't know what 
to do,” she said. Referring to the 
Suitcase, she intended to stay with 
friends in the city, and have anoth- 
er last talk with her daughter. 

The action confirmed the declar- 
ation of Temple _ insurrectionists, 
who had opposed the control of 
Mrs. Kennedy, that the latter 
would be ousted from any official 
with the church, The 
Jaynes, pastor of the 
Riverside branch of the church, 
had been personal representative 
of Mrs. McPherson in the contro- 
versy and led the faction opposing 
Mrs. Kennedy. His succession to 
her office was as the insurrection- 
ists had declared necessary to

They are the children of Wil- 
liam Smith Culbertson, American 
Minister to Rumania. Mr. Culbert- 
son’s home is in Emporia, Kan. 

Whenever 6-year-oid Michael 
had a day out recently, he could be 
seen in the garden of the Ameri- 
Can Legation, playing and romp- 
ing with the three Yankee young- 
sters or racing after their Ameri- 
can fox terrier. 

The boy ruler, whose father its 
in exile in Paris, has no conception 
of the exalted position which has 
suddenly been thrust upon him. 
He shows a far greater desire to 
play with his little American 
friends than to sit on the throne, 

“What has happened? Have 
they changed my name? Everybody 
calls me ‘Your Majesty,’ ” said little 
Michael to his English governess 
today. 

The governess explained that his 
grandfather’s death had made him 
King and that from now on he 
must be more serious. The little 
King thought for a moment and 
then answered: “But won’t I be 
allowed to play any more? I can’t 
leave my American playmates.” 

King Michael is today probably 
the richest boy—royal or plebeian 
—in the world. 

Under Ferdinand’s will, he re- 
ceived property valued at $20,000,- 
000, about $400,000 in cash and all 
the crown jewels, which have been 
appraised at $35,000,000. He also 
will receive a civil list of $500,- 
000 annually and emoluments of 
$2,000,000, bringing his total for- 
tune to nearly $70,000,000.

CROWDS WAIT AND 
WATCH IN SQUARE 


While Argument in Jury 
Room Goes On as to Fate 
of Gangsters, Interest of 
Spectators Is Tense. _

BENTON, IL, July 24.—When 


the jury in whose hands rests the 
fate of Charlie Birger, Art Newman 
and Ray Hyland, gangsters, charged 
with conspiracy in the murder of 
Mayor Joe Adams of West City last 
December 12, had failed to reach 
a verdict at 12:15 o'clock this 
morning, 10 hours after it began 
its deliberations, Judge Miller an- 
nounced that a verdict if reached 
would not be received before 6:30 
this morning. 


The jurors still were balloting 
at 1 a. m. and were ordered to re- 
main in the jury room, If they de- 
cide on a verdict before 6:30 a. m.. 
they afe to retire to their hotel, 
still in charge of deputy sheriffs, 
and report to the court later in the 
morning. 

No word had come from the 
jurors since they were sent to 
their room at 2:20 p. m. yesterday. 
_All the time had been spent in de- 
liberating except fer the hour they 
were out to supper, between 6 
and 7. 

A verdict may be received by the 
Court on Sunday as a magisteria) 
function, but cannot be legally en- 
tered on the record and sentence 
officially pronounced until Mondry. 

A tense, nerve-tiring atmosphere 
came upon Benton last night as 
the afternoon faded out and lights 
were switched on in the gray and 
ancient courthouse, The Jights from 
its high, narrow windows flooded 
out upon the town square, Figures 
of the jurymen in their west room 
could be seen, there being no cur- 
tains on the two windows of-the 
chamber. Into the square poured 
a throng, attrac by the Satur- 
day night diversions of a country 
town and by the drama taking 
place in the jury room. 

A Restless Crowd Waits. 

Automobiles were banked two 
deep about the square, and hun- 
dreds of others, moving in from the 
four high roads which meet at the 
courthouse, began circling the 
building in a restless hubbub. 
Hundreds of curious citizens pa- 
raded the streets, gathering in 
knots on the west side to stare up 
at the jurors in their room. Groups 
assembled on the broad sidewalks 
in front of stores—men, women 
ands children—while newsboys 
cried the names of papers and mer- 
chants did divers tradings. 

A short block away sat the men 
whose fate hangs in the balance, 
in jail cells talking with loved ones. 
Birger, the gang chieftain, was a 
melancholy figure, sweating and 
ashen-faced as he talked with his 
wife. Newman and his wife wait- 
ed in another cell. In the first- 
floor block young Hyland kept 
watch alone. He seemed leas dis- 
turbed by the suspense than the 
others and talked lightly with sur- 
dry prisoners who gathered about 
him. 

The jurors held the center of the 
stage as they moved, mere silhou- 
ettes in the darkness and light. 
People who watched them endeav- 
ored to learn from their move- 
ments how went the balloting. Two 
or three jurors appeared to do 
most of the talking. One could see 
their heads shaking for emphbasir 
and hands flung out to attract the 
attention of their follows. 

The jurors may vote for death, 
acquittal, life imprisonment or a 
term of years In the penitentiary 
no leas than 14 as to each or all 
of the defendants. The State has 
demanded death for all three 
cangaters. '

‘We're Going to Find Out

The RS-1, largest semi-rigid air- 
ship in the world, will leave Scott 
Field at 8 or 9 o'clock this m orning, 
weather permitting, on a 2800-mile 
Kastern tour. 

This will be the longest trip the 
huge dirigible has made. Last year 
it made a 1200-mile flight to De- 
troit and return, and many shorter) 
flights in Missouri and Illinois 
have tested out its equipment 

“Now we're going to find out 
what the ship will do,” said Lieut.- 
Col. John A. Paegelow, Scott Field 
commander. who will be in com- 
mand of the ship on the Eastern 
flight, with a crew of 14 men and 

fficers. 

The vacation-time flight will 
take a week or ten days, and the 
airship will take in “ail the East- 
ern resorts.” Boston probably will 
be the furthest point reached from 
St. Louis. 

First Hop to Langley Field. 

The first hop will be to Langley 
Field, mear Norfolk, Va. Thence 
the route is to Washington, New 
York, north for a distance to be 
determined by the conditions of the 
flight, south again to Lakehurst, 
N. J., and up the Hudson River 
to West Point and Albany, then up 
the Mohawk Valley to Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, and the home 
field.

Advance reports were highly fa-/| 
vorable. He said he would con- 
sider any wind “very good” up to 
25 miles an hour.

DOUBLE TRACK J0B 


Pennsylvania Railroad Will 
Spend $4,000,000 on Work 
: Over 60 Miles. 


Contracts’ have been let for the 
building of double tracks over the 
first 60 miles of the Pennsylvania 
Railway System between St. Louls 
and Indianapolis. The cost of the 
work on the Illinois section of the 
line is estimated at $4,000,000. This 
figure also includes the cutting 
down of grades, taking out short 
curves and building steel and con- 
crete bridges in place of wooden 


trestles, 
An entirely new line will be built 


between Collinsville and Highland, 


to eliminate grades and curves, 
which are more numerous there 
than on any other stretch in the 
State. At Greenup, where the 
Pennsylvania crosses the Illinois 
Central on a grade, a viaduct will 


be built over the latter company’s 
tracks. 

The automatic signal system, 
now in use between Pittsburg and 
Columbus, also is being extended 
westward. Work began yesterday 
on the installation of automatic 
train-control devices, including po- 
sition light signals of the latest 
type. One feature of the system is 
the reproduction in the cab of each 
locomotive of all wayside signal in- 
dications. 

A hearing on the discontinuance 
of four trains which pass through 
Collinsville will be held by the 
company before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission at the city hall 
in Collinsville at 10 a. m. Friday. 
The city will present witnesses from 
Greenville, Pocahontas, Highland, 
et. Jacob, Troy and Collinsville, in 
an effort to show the four trains 
are needed.to accommodate resi- 
dents of those cities. The railroad 
claims-the number of passengers 
does not justify continuance of the 
service. 


U. $, CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
REJECTS SOVIET TRADE PLEA 


Says Government Has Refused to 
Recognize Regime and Organiza- 
tion Is of Same Mind. 

Special to the Post-Digpatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 23. — The 
Executive Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States today rejected the sugges- 
tion of Ivy L. Lee, that the cham- 
ber establish a bureau in Moscow 
for the purpose of advising both 
American business end the Rus- 
sian Government regarding busi- 
ness relations with the American 
people. 

In a letter to Lee, in response 
to a communication from him, 
Lewis E. Pierson, president of the 
Chamber, stated that the Execu- 
tive Committee “instructs me to 
advise you that in its opinion 
nothing but propaganda harmful 
to our country would result from 
such a move.” He adds: “* * ® 
Since our own Government has 
refused to recognize the Soviet re- 
gime your suggestion amounts to 
esking the representatives of 
American business to repudiate the 
position of the representatives of 
the American people.” 

he letter expresses resentment 

er the implication that American 
business for commercial gain, 
should recognize the Soviet re- 
gime, and continues: “We do not 
believe that it is possible to bring 
the Russian people back to nor- 
mal conditions through trade rela- 
tions as long as they are under the 
contro] of insincere, unrepentant 
and misguided rulers * * * who 
have lowered the living standards 
of 140,000,000 people.”

Of course, this has wrought mis- 
fortune on the poor chap whoss 
only reliance was the conventionai 
slapsick when there came a pause 
in the laughs, but it has resulted 
pleasantly for those persons who 
can’t see comedy in a resounding 
thumping for no reason at all. 

I don’t mean to say that the old 
reliable custard pie hasn’t its 
place in comedy. Nor that it will 
ever cease provoking laughter, All 
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Esther Ralston in “Ten Modern 
Commandments,” at the Missouri,

When I started out on the stzge, 
conditions were different.

And in pictures the 
funniest fellow was the one who 
hurled pies the most accurately. 
One didn't need any excuse to 
launch forth into either activity.

IMES have changed, however. 
T And it has been the audiences 
who have enforced the devel- 
opment.

And for 
his lapse the comedian pays the 
penalty of depreciated popularity.

I 
don’t mean that slapstick is bad,

HILE it is not, certainly, within the province of the captious 
W critic of motion pictures to measure a film’s greatness, or lack 
of it, from a box office standard still, in this era of very neces- 

sary commercialism of the cinema palaces it Is a difficult matter to 
untangle art from avarice. To a theater manager a good picture is one 
which brings paying customers into the show house and a bad picture 
is one which the public staysaway from. Viewed fromtheangle of 


_ pure art two pictures, which we were shown last week and which will 


come to the local screen sooner or later, were as fine as any we have 
seen in a long time. And yet, looking at them from the showman’s 
seat in the box office alongside the theater safe neither one of them 
is worth the trouble of unpacking and threading through the pro- 
jection machine for the benefit of the Grand avenue flappers and 
drug store cowboys. There is, however, a large audience awaiting 
pictures of this sort if they can be started moving into the theaters 
again. 

One of these pictures Is “Chang,” a marvelous film of wild ani- 
mal life in Siam. There are six or seven reels of photography whieh 
is almost beyond imagination held together by something resembling 
a story of the hardship of the human inhabitants of the jungle. How 
the camera men ever succeeded in getting their shots is a mystery 
and how, after getting them they escaped with their lives and their 
machines is beyond understanding. This is the picture which, it is re- 
ported, will reopen the Grand Central when—and if—that theater 
goes into its new policy. If you want to see real Iife, 
real action and amazing photography don’t miss it when it comes. If, 
however, you want your films made up of sex and Cinderella scenes 
your time will be wasted. 


HE other picture is “Metropolis,” a German made affair with 
T the German direction in the handling of immense mob scenes and 

the German art of photography at their very best. The story, 
however, is not as interesting as “Variety” and some of the other im- 
ported films and if it is shown in one of the larger theaters it may 
need everything that Brooke Johns or Herbert Rawlinson has to of- 
fer to keep the audiences from wandering out\into the night.

Held shot a 71, two under par.

CHICAGO, July 23.—Chicago ap- 


pears to have an outstanding 
chance to land the Tunney-Demp- 
sey fight for the world’s heavy- 
weight championship next Septem- 
ber, but the pulse of public opinion 
will determine whether widespread 
objections might arise over use of 
Soldiers’ Field as a battle site.

and flourishing career. 

It has had the devotion of an efficient organization 
|of sincere followers, men of practical ability as well

fice in defense of their beliefs. It has had, likewise, 
the opposition of all great Powers, led by statesmen 
'who were willing to oppose it by any means which

| It may have some bearing on the 
immigration situation that the dis- 
trict found fittest, of all the 26 into 
which the city was divided, in- 
cludes the Italian section known 
locally as “Dago Hill.” That dis- 
trict, Fairmount, led even the West 
End, Tower Grove, O'Fallon Park, 
Northwest and Baden districts in 
freedom from communicable dis- 
ease, unsanitary conditions, de- 
mand on free or part pay hospital 
care, dependency and delinquency. 

Those six districts were found 
fittest, by averaging the fire cri- 
teria, in the city. They had less 
than 4000 cases of all fire criteria 
for each 100,000 population. Fair- 
mount had least delinquency and 
unsanitary conditions, and led in 
the general average, “human well- 
being.” It is, roughly, that dis- 
trict running west from  Kings- 
highway to Dalton and January av- 
enues, south of the Kingshighway 
viaduct and north of the South- 
ampton district. 


Least Disease in Southampton. 


Least disease and dependency 
were found in Southampton, ad- 
joining Fairmount on the ‘south. 
The highest excess of births over 
deaths was found in Oakland dis- 
trict, adjoining Fairmount on the 
north, and bounded by Forest Park, 
the western city limits and Kings- 
highway. Least communicable 
disease was found in the Forest 
Park district, north of Oakland, in- 
cluding a section north of the park 
and east of Clara avenue, with 
Enright avenue, Union boulevard, 
Cabanne avenue, Academy avenue. 
Page boulevard and Taylor avenue 
as the other boundaries. 
| It may be observed that the de- 
grees of wealth commonly attrib- 
uted to various districts apparent- 
ily had little to do with the way 
| they stacked up on “human well- 
being,” except in the case of 
Southampton, where the local tra- 
dition of “sturdy German stock” 
in that section was borne out by 
the minimum of dependency or re- 
quirement for hospital charity. 

While Fairmount was first in 
the average, the West End district 
was fourth. Tower Grove was 
ahead of the West End, and North 
St. Louis beyond Fairgrounds Park, 
as roughly represented in threa 
districts, had one district ahead of 
| the West End and two but slightly 
behind it. 

That was toward the upper end 
of the.scale. But poverty showed 
up along with industrial location 
section in placing districts at the 
bottom. The worst of all was the 
downtown district, with 16,332 
cases of communicable disease, 
| hospital charity, delinquency, de- 
pendency and unsanitary condi- 
_tions for each 100,000 population 
in the course of the year. 


Mill Creek's Showing Low. 

Mill Creek district was nearly as 
bad, with little improvement 
shown in Beaumont, directly west 
of the downtown district. Others 
with more than 9000 cases for each 
100,000 population were the Gar- 
field, Ranken, Hyde Park and Sou- 
lard districts. 

The downtown district was worst 
in dependency and hospital char- 
ity requirement, Beaumont in de- 
linquency, Mill Creek in lack of 
sanitation and Southwest in com- 
municable disease. 

While relation of birth to death 
rate was not taken into considera- 
tion in figuring up “human well- 
being.” it was compiled and ocre 
out another local tradition. The 
Forest Park district, including most 
(of the heaviest apartment section 
of St. Louis, showed an excess of 
‘deaths over births of 1090 per 100.-

15 if the present schedule is car- 
ried through. 

The five miles of State No. 21 
between U. S. 61—11 miles be- 
yond Crystal City—and De Soto is 
rapidly being concreted. About 
4000 feet of this stretch is already 
paved, giving the contractors an 
edge on their schedule. 

No. 50 between U. S. 61—five 
miles east of St. Clair—and Union 
is also being paved on schedule, 
about 2500 feet already being laid.

Some of the finest mountain 
scenery in this country can be 
viewed in a week to 10 days mo- 
toring through Colorado, but one 
must figure also on six to 10 days 
aditional for the trip from St. Louis 
to Denver or Colorado Springs and 
return, for it is a little more than 
1000 miles from the Mississippi 
River to either of the Colorado) re- 
sort centers. 

A trip of surpassing scenic in- 
terest runs from Denver via Boul- 
der or Longmont or Loveland to 
Estes Park And its girdling moun- 
tains, then over the 11,700-foot 
Fall River Pass and down to Grand 
Lake, back through the mountains, 
and over the 11,350-foot Berthoud 
Pass to Denver. 

One can spend several days mak- 
ing shorter tours around Denver. 
and the mountains and glaciers in 
the Boulder region are justly fa- 
mous. 

From Denver there ig a scenic 
run south to Colorado Springs and 
Manitou, with their canyons, caves, 
climbsto the top of Pike’s .Peak 
and other attractions. One can 
drive his own car to the summit 
of Pike’s Peak, 14,100 feet above 
the sea. 

A favorite tour runs from Mani- 
tou over Ute Pass and via the 
Pike’s Peak Highway to Wilker- 
son’s Divide, whence there is an 
inspiring view over South Park to 
the massy Continental Divide, then 
down through South Park, over 
Trout Creek Pass, which is 9500

“On Monday, July 26, we struck a 
hidden rock off Northumberland Is- 
land, which is at the mouth of Whale 
Sound, away up at Latitude 77 degrees 
and 20 minutes north, on the east side 
of Baffin Bay. We were cruising 
around the island trying to locate some 
Eskimo whom we wanted to get on 
board to help us hunt. 

“It was about 12:30 in the morn- 
ing when we hit, broad daylight, of 
course, with the sun shining brightly, 
#nd fortunately no wind or sea run- 
ning. It was very, very exciting. I 
Was almost thrown out of my bunk 
when we hit. There was a jar and a 
jolt and then everything stopped. We 
had often hit into light ice, which 
jarred the vessel a bit, but never any- 
thing like this. 

“As quick as I could I put on my 
pants and was just getting my stock- 
ings on when Dad called down from 
the skylight for all hands to get on 
deck and never mind dressing. I woke 
up Bob Peary and Doc and we all 
rushed on deck.
